Poor and Indigent Circumſtances that many . 


Commiſſioners of Our Admiralty, ſetting forth 


Officers of Our Navy do leave their Families 
in after their Death ; for whoſe Support there 
is no Eſtabliſhment, as there is for the Widows 


of the Officers of the Army; and having 


applied their Thoughts how to find out 


ſome Proviſion or Means of Relieving the 

Neceſlities of the Widows of ſuch Poor 
Officers, they are of Opinion, that the ſame 
may in ſome Meaſure be provided for by 
a voluntary Agreement and Conſent of the 


Commiſſion and Warrant Officers of the Na- 
vy, to allow of an Abatement of Three Pence 
„ in 


mi ſſi oners of 
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in the Pound out of their Pay and Half Pay, 
and that the Fund ariſing thereby, as well as 
ſuch other Benefactions which well-diſpeſed 
Perſons may at any Time contribute, ſhould be 
put under the Management of a Body of Men 
empowered by Us for that Purpoſe, to be ap- 
plied to the Relief of Poor Widows, as afore- 
faid : And in order to know whether the 
Officers of Our Navy would be willing to con- 
ſent to ſuch Abatement, and alſo to apprize 
them of the Nature of the Deſign, the ſaid 
Lords Commiſſioners had cauſed ſome of the 
intended Rules for the Management of the faid 
Charity to be printed and lodged at their Of- 
fice, and alſo at Our Nauy- Office, and at ſuch 
of Our Ports where there are Naval Officers, 
and had made Publication in the Gazezte
